NAPANEE, ONT, 


JOHN LEO BLUTE, 
of Napanee, 


Killed by an Explosion at Winnipeg 
on Saturday Evening last. 


At a disastrous fire which occurred 
in Winnipeg, Man., on Saturday even- 
ing, in which seven people were killed, 
John Leo Blute, son of Mr, and Mrs, 
Jas. Blute, South Napanee, was one of 
the victians. The fire started in a 
léan-to at the rear of the Radford- 
Wright wholesale door and sash fac- 
tory, and without warning the back 
wall was blown out by an explosion, 
burying the unfortunate victims in 
tons of brick and large doors. Mr. 
Blute was passing the building at the 
time of the explosion and was killed 
by the falling walls. A twin brother, 
Frank Blute, resides at Moose Jaw, 
and brought the remains to Napanee. 
The funeral took place from — his 
father’s residence, South Napanee, on 
Thursday morning, to St. Patrick's 
Gharch and interment in St. Patrick’s 
cemetery. Leo had a host of friends 
in Napanee, and the news of the fatal- 
ity, Which reached Napanee on Sun- 
day, Was indeed a sad blow to the 
members of the family, as well as his 
many friends,

Four of the most desperate convicts 
that have ever been bunched {together 
in Canada arrived at the « 
penitentiary at two o'clock, Tuesday 
afternoon, from Stoney Mountain 
penitentiary in Manitoba, in charge of 
Deputy Warden O'Leary, of Kingston. 
On the way down when the G.'T.R. 
fast train waS just moving out from 
the Union station, Toronto, they made 
an attempt to escape, and almost suc- 
ceeded, 

Had it not been for the timely assist- 
ance rendered by three of Toronto's 
most stulwart policemen there is no 
doubt the escope of the prisoners would 
have been effected. The train was 
just pulling out of the Union station, 
‘Toronto, When at a given signal from 
one of the desperadoes the four of 
them attacked their three guards, 
beating them over the head with their 
manacled hands, and almost had the 
guards at their mercy when assistance 
arrived. 

The four men who tried to escape 
were Frank Kelly, one of the worst, 
desperadoes in America, who shot a 
dangerously wounded Constable Tray- 
norand shot at Constable Brown ; 
Harry Jones, Kelly’s pal, condemned 
with him for robbing Hoses in Elm- 
wood suburb. They are known in 

lowa as Mecum brothers, who escaped 
from penitentiary at Amosloose, Lowa, 
after shooting down a= guard, last 
June, and came to Winnipeg. They 
are to serve twelve years, 

Arthur Brown is the third man. He 
is the man who kidnapped Miss Gladys 
Price, the young school teacher, of 
Hinch, Ont., near Snow §Flake, Man., 
last September. Brown was given 
eight years, 

The fourth convict is Bonnar, a 
clever young, Englishman, serving 
eight years for horse thieving, He 
has escaped three times from jail, and 
with the others, was sent down for 
safe keeping to Kingston. 

What makes the incident of more 
interest to the people of this county is 
the fact that a former resident, and 
one of the guards, was mixed up in the 
fray.

Mr. Keech will spend a few days vis- 
iting old friends in Tamworth, fore 
returning to his home in the west. 
He is of very modest nature, and when 
asked about the thrilling time he had, 
he did not care about having much 
said about it, although he admitted 
that it indeed had been a thrilling 
time, and that he and the other men 
had not one wink of sleep on the trip, 
outside of the night’s rest at Toronto,

ONE MAN BASEBALL. 


The Game as It Might Be Played on 
One of Mars’ Moons. 
According to Professor F. R. Moulton 
of the University of Chicago, one man 
is all that would be required to play 
a baseball game on Phobos, one of the 
two moons of Mars, provided the man 
could live in a place without atmos 
phere.

Of the 345 
bilingual schools in Ontario 223 are 
Roman Catholic Separate schools and 
and 122 are Public schools, 

In uo less than 108 schools visited 
French was admittedly the language 
used by the teacher in giving direc- 
tions to the pupils of Form IV., 
geverally the highest in the school. 
In no less than 175 French was admit- 
tedly the Tknguage used in giving 
directions to Form III, For the lower 
forms the numbers are, of course, 
much higher. 

The report classifies the amount of 
time given io the schools to the various 
subjects. In preecically all much time 
is given to French. Thus inFormI1V, 
the highestyorm in most of the svhools, 
the time givea to Fr.nch is as follows: 
French reading, 50 to 100 minutes a 
week ; French grammar, 50 to 100 
minures &® week ; French composition, 
50 to 100 minutes a week. English 
reading and English composition get 
a similar allotment each. English 
spelling gets 50 to 75 miautes. There 
is no report on English grammar. 

A list of the text books found in 
each school is given. French text 
books were practically universal. 
French readers included the course of 
the Brotwuers of the Sacred Heart, Ro- 
chon’s Moutpetit’s, Mugtan’s, Nelson’s, 
Leroy’s, and La Doctrine Cretienne de 
Lhomond. For French grammar the 
text books used are those of Larouse, 
Robert, and the Uhristian Brothers, 

In other subjects variations from 
the authorized list of text books in- 
clude the followiug: Arithmetic, Ro- 
chon, Christian brothers; geography, 
Miller, Christian Brothers, Fraser ; 
history, Christian Brothers, Heuder- 
son and Fraser, Congregation of Notre 
Dame, Grand Ligues de Phistoire du 
Canada, Leblond de Brumath, Touis- 
sant,

Auother striking commentary on the 
efficiency of the system js found in the 
fact that of the 529 teachers, no less 
than 303 have been in their present 
position less than one year. 

As to salaries, two teachers were 
found getting $1504 year. Fifty are 
gettiog $200. Seventy-seven are 
getting $250. Sixry-six are getting 
$300. Forty-six are getting $350, 
Seventy are getting $400. Tuirty-two 
are getting $450. Forty-flve are get- 
ting $500. Recapitulating, 224 are 
getting $300 or less. Thirty wie get- 
tipg more than $500. The highest is 
$1,300.

MAKING GOLD PENS. 
The Metals That Are Used and the 
Process of Manufacture. 

The tiny tip of white metal seen on 
the under side of the point of a gold 
pen may be of platinum, but it is more 
likely to be iridium. iridium is a very 
bard metal, and it is expensive. It 
costs about four times as much as gold. 
Tue purpose of the iridium tip its, of 
course, to give the pen a more durable 
point. 

The goid pen maker buys his gold at 
the assay office in bars of pure 24 carat 
gold, which he melts andsalloys witb 
silver and copper to thedegree of tine- 
bess required. Gold of 14 carats is 


used in the manufatfure of the best | 


American gold pens, that being the de- 
free of fineness deemed most suitable 
for pen use, but good pens made in 
this country for sale in France are 
Mace of 18 carats, the French govern- 
ment requiring that all articles expused 
for sale in that country as made ot 
fold shall be of not less than 18 car- 
ats. 

The gold from which the pens are to 
be made is rolled and rerolled until 
what was originally a thick, heavy bar 
of gold bas been rolled into a thin gold 
mbbon about three feet in length by 
four inches wide. Then this gold rib- 
bon is put into a machine which 
stamps out of it pen shapes, all still 
fiat. Then on the top of each of these 
pen shapes is fused the iridium point, 
and then the shapes go to a slitting 
machine, which cuts the slit in the 
pen, From the slitting machine the 
pens go through another, which gives 
them their rounded, familiar pen form, 
and then the pens are ground and pol- 
isbed and finished ready for use. 

American gold peos in fountain pens 
or as dip pens are sold in every coun- 
try in Europe tn competition with pens 
of British or of German manufacture, 
and under the same competition they 
are sold throughout the world in South 
America, Africa, Japan, China, wher- 
ever pens are used.—New York Sun.

An Unknown Region. 


Of the few remaining unexplored 
regions of the earth one of the most 
interesting is that part of the great 
river Bishinaputre; just north of the 
British frontier in Thibet. It is now 
generally believed that the Brahma- 
putra of Assam and the Tsango of Thi- 

t are one and the same river. Yet 
it has not hitherto been possible to 
prove this, and there are still 100 
miles of connecting waters not yet ex- 
plored. Attempts to prove the con- 
nection by floating marked logs from 
the upper waters have failed. This 
ray be due to sharp bends in the 
river, or to the existence of ‘cataracts. 
Something smaller in the nature of 
ficats might be more succeesful, as 
being less likely to be arrested in 
transit. There is said to be an enor- 
mous difference in ‘level between the 
two portions of the river, no less than 
10,000 feet in 130 miles, or about one 
tn 68. The reason why this region has 
remained unknown is the extreme 
roughness of the country, and the sav- 
age nature of the Abors, who inhabit 
it.

SORGHUM FOR FORAGE. 


With Other Feeds It Makes an Excel- 
lent Ration For All Animals. 

Last fall in passing through middle 
Tennessee I was impressed by the 
amount of sorghum cane grown for 
stock feeding, says a correspondent of 
the Country Gentleman. Right beside 
fields in which corn had been left un- 
| eut were patches of sorghum carefully 
cut and shocked. This was surprising 
even to one who had long known the 
value of this crop for winter feeding, 
for it showed that these farmers con- 
sidered sorghum so much more valua- 
ble for forage than corn stover that 





they could afford to leave the latter in. 


| the fields and devote land to the former 
| to supply their need of roughage. 

The sorghum in this section is plant- 
| ed rather thinly in drills about three 
feet apart and cultivated like corn. 
Thus planted the stalks attain consid- 
erable size. In many fields the shocks 
were twelve feet high or over, and a

large percentage of the stalks were an 
inch in diameter. Sorghun# is allowed 
to ripen seed and is then cut rather 
close to the ground and put in small 
open shocks. When the blades are 
thoroughly cured it may be hauled in 
and set up in mow or shed and will 
keep perfectly until New Year's or 
longer, It is not wise to try to keep it 
late in the winter since after a time 
the juice gets sour if the sorghum is 
stored in a damp place, or if kept very 
dry the stalks become woody and less 
palatable. 

Sorghum is frequently sown with cow- 
peas and cut and cured for hay. It is 
sometimes planted quite thickly in the 
drill and cut and shocked as described.

Of course sorghum is a very one 
sided feed and,;should not. be made the 
whole forage ration for’ any sort of 
young stock. It is very rich in carbo- 
hydrates and low tn protein and should 
be fed with care to horses and prop- 
erly balanced with more nitrogenous 
feeds for all animals. So fed, however, 
it is excellent and should be more gen- 
erally grown. In a dry season I be 
lieve sorghum will give more feed to 
the acre than almost any crop that can 
be grown, and it has the ability to 
make a yield on Jands too poor to pro- 
duce a crop of corn. To do its best, 
however, it must have just such a soll 
as corn needs—deep, loose, rieh, well 
filled with stable manure or other vege- 
table matter. On such a sojl a yield of 
fifteen or twenty tons to the acre is 
easily possible.

Getting Into Hard Soil. * 
In raising a good crop it must be 
conceded that traction farming is far 
ahead of farming done with animal 
power. It is a well known fact and all 
agricultural authorities agree that deep 
plowing and the packing of tHe subsoil 
produce a better crop than is possible 
with tbe ordinary method of shallow 
plowing It is almost an impossibility 
to plow deep with horses and the com- 
mon horse plow because the entire out- 
fit is too light to get down into the 
hard soil. On the other hand, an en- 
gine is heavy and strong enough to be 
forced deep enough to secure good re- 
sults. At the same time it is far cheap- 
er to plow with an engine than it is to

LOVES OF DICKENS. — 


Recounts His Affairs In Some of His 
Works. : 


Among Dickens numerous biograph- 
ers none even has spoken of his love 
affairs. In a noted Paris publication, 
however, Paul Louis Hervier criticize. 
these prejudices, claiming that Dick 
ens also has a history of his loves 
Hervier recalls an incident of Dick 
ens’ childhood. When the novelist w>- 
five years old he had a playmate nan- 
¢ Lucy, a beautiful girl, with magm 

cent hair, which hung down her back 
in golden curls. * 

The little boy, gifted with an ope: 
and tender heart, at once felt for Tuc, 
such an impulse of affection that hy 
never forgot her. In fact, she is founa 
later with her blonde hair in at leas 
five of Dickens’ pévels. 

An Americaa/ professor has recently 
published a smal! book, for private 
circulation, entitled ‘Charles Dickens 
and Mary Beadnell.” 

From the letters it is seen that 
Dickens related in ‘‘Littte Dorrit” 
many details of his own life, and, 
moreover, that Mary Beadnell was 
the inspiration for little Dora Snen- 
low in “David ‘Copperfield,’’ and of 
Flora Finching in ‘'Little Dorrit.” 

At the time of his engagement with 
Mary, Dickens was 18 years old, and 
his fiance 19. Mary did not seem 
indifferent to the affection she had 
aroused, but in reality she did not 
love the young man. Superticial and 
coquettish, her ear seemed to catch in 
the compliments and sweet phrases 
of her lover the whispers of new ador- 
ers.

It was nine years later that 
Mary Beadnell became the wife of 
Henry Louis Winter. Ten years after 
her marriage, when she was 44 years 
old, Mary wrote a letter to Dickens, 
then famous and sought after every- 
where. The novelist read the letter 
with great pleasure and replied at once 
with warmth and passion. He was 
much loved. “Never,” he confessed, 
“did I hear the name of Mary with- 
out being impressed.” Ar?! he recom- 
mended her to read “David Copper- 
field,’’ wherein she would recognize 
herself in the person of Dora. 

The correspondence continued, and 
after a short time there was a meet- 
ing. Dickens believed he again would 
see gentleness, beauty, and sweetness 
personified in Mary, but instead— 
Dickens himself tells of the meeting 
in one of the pages of “Little Dorrit.” 

“Flora, who had been slender, had 
now become large, too large, immense. 
But that is not all. Flora, whom he 
had left beautiful as a lily, now 


“yseemed like a peony. But this was 





not all. Flora, who at other times 
seemed ever inspired in her words 
and in her thoughts, was confused 
and stupid. That was something. 
Flora, frivolous and ingenious when 
a girl, wished to be frivolous and in- 
genious even now, when she was more 
than 49. This was a fatal blow.”

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Safety Post Holes. 

Patent post holes have long been 
humorously referred to in connection 
with machines for grinding smoke, 
left band wheelbarrows, and other 
imaginary inventions.

Many of the Smaller Ones Merely 
Walled Farm Villages. 

In old Bavarian districts many of the 
emaller towns are merely walled farm 
villages, These settlements of agricul- 
turists reproduce the ancient laaget 
for all. Each is built in the form of a 
parallelogram, the shorter sides hav- 
ing each a gateway, with double gates, 
over which rise central square watch- 
towers capped with conical red roofs. 
A narrow road or street runs from gate 
to gate, with old half timber houses 


set back close to the inclosing wall — 


‘The ground floor of these houses af- 
fords stabling for cattle, and from 
these stables the cows are driven out 
through the town gates im the morn- 
ing and brought in at night. Town- 
ships like this are merely clusters of 
touses intimately connected with the 
farm lands that le beyond their gates. 
The peasantry, whether peasant pro 
prietors or allotment jeaseholders, go

_ to be seen, one finds farmhouses of 
wood, a great shingled roof covering— 
as in Holland—not only the large Iiv- 
ing apartment, with many bedrooms,

usually wear short petticoats, tight 
bodices and kerchiefs on thelr beads, 
Most of the men are either in the army, 
or working at trades.

Sir James intimated, however, that 
because the institution in question was 
associated with educational work the 
committee had allowed it vo pass.

MONTREAL, March ll.—At the Mont-

The 
offerings this morning were 1000 cattle, 
200 sheep and lambs, 180 hogs and 6W 
calves. 

A stronger feeling prevailed in the mar- 
ket for cattle this morning, and prices 
for some grades were ldc higher, but 
there was no general advance. The wea- 
ther was favorable, and the gathering of 
buyers was large, cousequently an active 
trade was done, The quality of the stock 
Was superior. 

A load of very choice steers, weighing 
on an average of 1350 to 1400 pounds each, 
was held at $7.40 at the opening of the 
trade, but later it was offered at $7.25, 
and even this figure did not interest buy- 
ers. The top price paid for choice steers 
in small lots was $7, and some full loads 
were placed at $6.75 per 100 pounds. The 
demand was principally for steers weigh- 
inz from 900 to 1000 pounds each, and full 
loads of this class were sold freely at $6 
to $6.25. There were some very fat cows 
On the market, which were bought for 
shipment to Quebec, at $5.50, and bulls 
weighing from 1500 to 1800 pounds each, at 
$5 to $5.50 per 100 pounds. Prices for com- 
mon ruled about steady, 

The tone of the market for hogs was 
stronger, and prices were l0c per 100 lbs. 
higher, which was attributed to the in- 
creased demand from some packers, who 
have been of late to some extent in an- 
ticipation of lower prices. | 

Owing to the very limited supply of 
sheep coming forward, qa stronger feeling: 
developed in the market, and prices ad- 
vanced 25c per 100 pounds. The demand 
was fair and sales of ewes were made at

Ta operating my fsrm of 1,280 acres 
T need at least thirty bead of horses, 
says a North Dakota correspondent of 
Orange Judd Farmer. There is little 
trouble in keeping them in good condi- 
tion during the winter. 1 néver have 
had trouble ef any kind. Fhe cheapest 
feeds ure outs und flax straw and na- 
tive hay with oats as our grain. Every 
bara should have good ventilation and 
plenty of light. [always turn all 
horses out during the day. In the win- 
ter they find protection around the big 
strawstacKks. This.ix sufficient to keep 
them in good condition no matter how 
cold it is. They are always turned 
into the lot no tatter if the tempera- 
ture drops to thirty degrees below zero, 
providing, of course, it is not storming. 
Dry cold is not injurious, and it is only 
Wien herses get. wet that barm re- 
sults. 

Attention should be given to the fit- 
ting of harness to colts when beginning 
to work. It is of grent importance that 
collurs should fit xnugly, and it Is well 
to see that the shoulders are not 
brulsed. Wheu first beginning work in 
the spring the work should be light 
until the tento is hardened. During the 
{rst duy the distance of ten miles trav- 
eling i* sufficient. This may be in- 
creased to twelve to eighteen miles as 
soon us the tent gets into conditien. 

Suckling colts should be very well 
taken care of. The stables should be 
tight so that no wind gets in through 
cracks, Light should be admitted 
through windows. The suckling colts 
should be kept by themselves during 
the winter, as the others usually crowd 
them out of shelter. Colts require 
More warmth or shelter than work 
horses or brood nares. When they get 
wet it ts quile serieus.

Directions Fer Meking Best Use of the 
Proy of Gun or Trap. 

Many a boy who bas been successful 
with trap or gun would be glad tosave 
some of the fur skins secured as a sou- 
venir or for some purpose, such as 
Inaking lap robes, rugs, etc. He is 
quite often prevented from doing this 
because of the expense when the work 
is done by a skilled tanner or else by 
the lack of knowledge of how to do it 
bimself. 

There are several processes by which 
hides may be tunned with the fur on, 
but the following is about as cheap 
and bandy as any: 

Wash the ide in warm water, re-
